AJCLIMATISATI INOF EUROPEANS 
LN (HE TROPICS, 


——_——¢-——_____ 
(Daily Press, 5th April.) 

The question of the acclimatisation of 
Europeans in the tropics is touched upon 
by Dr. J. J. Macponanp in his report on 
the health of Wuchow for the fourteen 
months ended 30th September, 1898. Suit- 
able houses have not yet been built at 
Wuchow for the accommodation of the 
European residents, who are consequently 
“temporarily quartered in teniples, boats, 
“wooden but, gospel halls, shops, and 
“native houses in almost every part of 
“the town and neighbourhood.” These 
several classes of residences are reported 
upon in detail hy Dr. Macponatp and 
condemned, and ‘he goes on to say :— 
“Opinion upon the question of the possi- 
“bility of the acclimatisation of European 
“in tropical countries, which has recently 
“received some attention in England has 
“been unfavourabiy influenced, owing, 
“partly, to the mistakes which have been 
“made in the choice of localities and 
“residences. For instance, decent people, 
“reared iu healthy homes, are so infatuated 
“as to attenipt to live in the tropics, in 
“Wuchow, in such slums as nothing, 
“possibly, cuuld induce them to reside in 
“at home. Probably the friends of those 
“who have returned to their native land 
“shattered in health will mistakenly 
“attribute to the tropical climate evils 
“which are largely the result of living in 
“slums. Europeans can never be expected 
“to acclimatise either on malarial plains or 
“in Oriental slums ia the tropics, [ 
“believe, however, that there are large 
* tracts within the tropics, where Europeans 
“might readily acclimatise— eg., the 
“mountainous country in Kwangtung and 
“ Kwangsi, in the vicinity of the noble 
“West River. Whilst our people in the 
“town are, I am afraid, absorbing the 
“ seeds of fell diseases, which are destined 
“to entail a long train of subsequent 
“troubles, but a couple of bowshots from 
“the city, just across the Cassia River, the 
“balmy breezes of the hill country invite 
“them to live ina pure and healthy air, 
“ where children might have rosy cheeka the 
“ whole year round. Granted houses on the 
“hilltops, and I am confident that Europeans 
** might enjoy robust health at Wuchow.” 
The hills referred to are of moderate eleva- 
tion, about 400 feet. On such sites no doubt 
Europeans might with the exercise of reazon- 
able care lead a healthy existence, aud pos- 
sibly rear healthy children, but the fact that 
great precautions have to be taken is in 
itself an argument against the ibility of 
the genuine ncclimatisation of the Euro D 
race iu tropical countries. Notwithstanding 
the opinion of such an eminent authority as 
Dr. Manson, to whose deliverance upon this 
subject attention was recently called in this 
column, it seems tous that the acclimatisa- 
tion of Europeans iv the trop, un-. 
derstanding those terms in a general 
sense, is out of the question.

THE WORK OF THE PAST TWELVE MONTHS, 

The CHAIRMAN said—Gentlemen, I think 
that I may with advantage follow the usual 
practice and Groner that the report of the 
committees and the secretary's accounts for 
1898, which have been in your bands for 
some time, be taken as read. The report em- 
braces 4 considerable variety of subjects and 
shows that we have not beon altogether idle dur- 
ing the period under review. ‘I'he year that 
has elapsed since I had the pleasure of addross- 
you at our last yearly general meeting has been 
a very momentous one in the life of this colony. 
Not only have ww seen most important devolop- 
ments in the neighbouring Empire of China, 
but we have experienced the enlargement of our 
own boundaries, which cannot fail to add im. 
mensely to th« growth und importance of the 
colony, while at the same time provid- 
ing it with a better means of defauce, 
Events at Peking marched rapidly last year, 
and your committee, remarking their tendency, 
decided to throw in their weight with tho 
representatives from other bodies, and took 
occasion in May last to address the secretary of 
State for Foreign Affaire both by wire and mail 
on the subject, strongly urgiug the necessity 
alike for the benefit of the Colonists and on 
strategic grounds, of securing a new frontage 
to the north, and the cession of certain islands 
in the vicinity. When in-July we gathered 
some hints as to the conditions of the conven- 
‘tion signed on the 9th June, that the granted

within. onr borders, In congratalating our. 
selves on this acquisition, we should not forget 
to record our thanks to Sir Claude MacDonald 
for his successful exertions on our behalf. (Ap- 
plause.) The use of bank notes having hecome 
far more general of late years, the inconvenience 
to trade caused by their scarcity aven when the 
authorised limit of issue had been somewhat ex- 
ceeded, was greatly aggravated last Midsummer 
by the Bank concerned being called apon to 
reduce its circulation to the legalized amount, 
and the pressure felt by all engaged in commerce 
was 86 marked that some relief became impera- 
tive, ‘I'he Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation accordingly made a porposal to 
the Government that for any excess of tho 
authorized note issue they would lodge silver 
dollar for dollar in the custedy of the Colonial 
Treasurer. This proposition was strongly sup- 
ported by your committee, and, having been 
accepted by the Government, has afforded the 
desired relief by an adequate supply of note 
issue. In this connection, I would like to point 
out that the colony is at present flooded with 
dollars and small coin from the Canton mint, 
and also Japanese yen, none of whict are legal 
tender. They have, ‘however, been: introdneed 
here, and were no doubt obtained at a dis- 
count. This iy an evil which will grow, and 
being one which causes inconvenience and loss 


to the general public, steps should be taken to 


amend it, The sudden resolve by the Govern- 
ment last Septeinber to raise tle rents asked 
for wharves and piers, by sometiing like ten 
times the amount now paid, elivited a protest 
from the Chamber, but the Government, in 
reply, expressed their inability to modify 
the revised tariff. H.E. the Governor, 
who arrived meantime, has, I em glad .to 
note, recognised 
Chamber's suggestions, and I understand 
an amended tariff on a more oqu table basis has 
been practically agreed upon. ‘The idea of 
shortening tho periods of leases of Crown lands, 
in order that the Government should reap the 
benefit of some of the unearned increment, has 
been extended to Hongkong by the Colonial 
Office, although the circumstances ure different 
from those ruling in the United Kingdom. 
After a brief trial of;the system of short leases 
when the colony was ‘first atarted, the Govern- 
ment granted leases for 999 years (practically 
equal to freehold, except in the point of Crown 
Rent), and for about half a century land has 
been sold in this-colony for that term, which 
the Chinese rightly consider as being quite as 
good as freehold as regards tennre. This policy 
has -now, without any previous notice, been 
reversed, and your committee, considering that

We have in Captain 
Hastings. who now directs the Post Offloe, a 
zealous officer, who may be relied upon to do all 
he oan to ensure care and despatch, bat it is 
very much to be regretted that wheu a Go- 
vernment Department has been allowed to lapse 
into a state of inefficiency, trained assistance has 
not been. provided to thoroughly re-organize 
the staff. ‘here is also a strong opinion abroad 
that the accommodation in the present building 
ia insufficient for (his important and still grow- 
ing department. Without consulting the 
colony, or at-any rate not until it was too 
late to object, the Colonial Office bas extended 
to us the system of penny postage with the 
United Kingdom sand certain of the other 
col nies.

if they had a refuge in the opposite direction. 
Consequent upon the reourrence of plague last 
year, this colony was again put to great loss and 
lnconvenience by the quarantine La ee 
at the various ports. in Eastern seas./ou 
arrivals from Hongkong waters. Happily 
the prospect this year is brighter, and the 
oases of plague, both here and on the mainland, 
have been few in number, and we have every 
hope that the disease will continue to be of a 
sporadio character. All the same, the southern 
ports havo already imposed quarantine upon us. 
To-day, we have received a notice from the 
Government that nine days’ quarantine haa 
been imposed at Bangkok, and the Venice 
Sanitary Couvention Regulationa will be im- 
posed at Culoutta against vessels arriving from 
Hongkong. I regret to say that in the matter | 
of taxation on foreign imports, although mach 
has been said and more has been written, wo 
can hardly olaim to have advanded one iota, 
The tso li, or destination tax, continues to bear 
the same indefinite shape that it has always 
done, and which it will do so long as 
Chinese officials, from the highest to the lowest, 
are really uofriondly to foreign -trade and look 
upon it as a miloh cow .to be squeazed in avery 
available manner, while foreign Powers scem 
to be quite impotent in the matter of insisting 
upon the carrying out of thoir Treaties. It 
cannot be too often brought before the pablio, 
and this must be my excuse for repeating it 
here, that iu Article 28 of the British Tientsin 
Treaty of 1858, after dofluing the method of 
paymeut of transit dues, the following words 
scour: And on payment thereof a certificate 
shall bs tssued which shall exempt the goods from 
all further inland charges whatsoever.” Thia 
contention is fully endorsed by Lord Blgin’s 
private despatch to the Foreign Office advising 
the Treaty—and yet the indefinite tso i tax 
still flourishes, The efforts made by Mr. Brenan, 
E.B.M, Consul at Canton, to obtain reliable 
information about taxation at destination had a 
somewhat disappointing result, as it transpired 
that although most articles of foreign import 
were professedly liable to a éso li tax of about 
2 per cent, the system of collection is so an- 
reliable that there is really no certainty as to its 
amount, With regard to the mission of Lord 
Charles Beresford and his meetings with us 
here, that is all too fresh in your recollection 
to need much comment from me now, We 
listened with much pleasnre to his address 
here, and shall watch with interest the pro- 
grees of his advocacy of the policy of the 
“Open Door.” His Lordship has reached 
England, and the press of that country are 
beginuing to disousa his sngyestions. What- 
ever may be the outcome of .those suggestions, 
one thing at least is oertain,—nothing but 
good cau resuit from the discussion of tho 
Chinese problem and from the wide publication 
of the array of facts and opinions that Lord 
Charles Beresford has collected with the object 
of influencing and instructing publio opinion in 
Great Britain and America. (Applause.) One 
of the recommendations in the Resolntions 
passed by your Committee for transmission to 
his Lordship has already seen partial fulfilment 
in the promised opening to Foreign Trade of the 
ortof Nanningfoo on tha Wast River, for which, 
Tbeliove, wa are greatly indebted to the exertions 
of Mr, Hosie, H.B.M. Consul at Wuchow. We 
have great reason to hope that this will be of 
muolh ultimate bonefit to our trade. The at- 
tention of capitalists in Harope and America is 
being drawn to China as a field for the in vest- 
ment of capital and the various railway projects 
are making steady progress.

Why should the English people be almost com- 
pelled to invest their money in French, Russian, 
and German stocks, to say nothing of Turks 
and Argentine Republics, by legislation which 
places Britis Colonial securities at s disad- 
vantage? Hongkong, in face of many diffi- 
culties, has done well, as shown in the conclud- 
ing pages of the report presented to-day for our 
adoption. Why should so important aud funda- 
mental a change be made as that now declared, 
viz., the reduction of the term of Crown leases 
from 999 to 75 yearsP I shall never forget the 
last three words which my General Manager 
(a little man, but a giant in finance), hissed 
through his teeth at me; ag he closed the door 
between us on my departure from England for 
Bombay, “ Don't make changes.” Mr, Chairman, 
I believe that the immediate and ultimate success 
of this new colony—the Kowloon concession— 
is intimately bound up with this curtailment of 
the term oF British Crown leases. We have 
not the money, and the Chinese have not the 
money, to thoroughly develop it. It must come 
from England, and the 75 -yearg’ lease will not 
be favourably regarded as asecurity. But very 
many will be willing to advance to Chinese on 
mortgage of a 999 yeara British title. ‘The 
Kowloon Concession will, if rightly managed, 
largely increase the resources of the colony, 
Af first additional claims will arise from the 
considerable area to be controlled, but we may 
presume that no attempt will be made to govern 
this territory precisely as Hongkong is governed, 
A small loan may probably be needed, but, if 
carefully expended, the dollars will soon come 
back and there will be no need to rely upon the 
profit from the falling in of 75 years’ Crown 
leases for its repdyment. The Hon. the Seo- 
retary of State for the colonies informs 
us that these leases will be renewed upon 
such an advance'in Crown rent as is justified 
by the then vaine of land, and that in the 
event of the land being resumed by the Govern- 
ment for pablic purposes, compensation will be 
given.. The narrower one’s experience in this 
direction, the greater the satisfaction with 
which these assurances will be regarded. I 
am afraid that trustees will be disposed 
to view these conditions in the same light 
that they regard the British sphere of in. 
flnence in the Yangtze Valley, ag somewhat 
nebulous.

INTERNAL TAXATION ON FOREIGN GOODS 
IN. THE TWO KWANG. 

It will be remembered that in 1897 a protest 
was addressed to the British Minister at Peking 
against the practice in the Two Kwang of 
farming out the taxes, and His Excellency was 
at the same time requested to use his influence 
to procure from the Authorities publication of 
the internal tariffs, it being of great import- 
ance to merchants and traders to know what 
taxation goods have to meet after being franked 
by-transit pass. On this head further corres- 
pondence has been carried on, and it was 
elicited that a concession allowing imported 

‘to be sold in transit, under certain trifling 
ormalities, had been agreed. to at the sugges- 
tion of the German Minister at Peking. . As an 
additional result of the representation&a._made 
on the subject, the Viceroy at-Canton abolished 
the farm for collecting likin on kerosine oil, 
under instructions from the Tsungli Yamen, 
who further ordered that the practice of farm- 

‘ing sach taxes should be discontinued. With 
regard to the publication of the internal tariffs, 
however, the information gleaned by Mr. Brenan 
was not satisfactory, as it transpired that, 
although most articles of foreign import are 
nominally liable to a tso-li tax of about two per 

- eent., the system of collection is so singniar 
that there is really no actual guarantee obtain- 
able as to its amount. Your Committee accord- 
ingly addressed Her Majesty's Minister at Pek- 
ing on this question, pointing out the impolicy 
of the recognition of the fso-lt tax and urging 
His Excellency to insist upon the adoption of 
some scheme whereby consistent taxation can be 

anteed and the illegal exactions which at 
present hamper trade finally abolished. To this 
communication no answer has yet been returned.

. THE. SEIZURE OF MR. WATTS’S COAL AT 
BALWAN IN KWANGSI,

THE REOTMFIOATION OF THE ROUNDARIES 
OP HONGKONG. 


The unsettled state of affairs at Peking and 
the concessions obtained by other Powers from 
China induced your Committee early in May to 
endeavour to impress upon the Foreign Office 
the opportuneness of pressing the demand on 
the Chinese Government for the long-needed 
extension of the houndaries of this colony. 
The changed conditions under which warfare 
can now be conducted had rendered it impera- 
tive for the safety of the harbour that its 
approaches should be secured; whilst the 
growth of the population, the development of 
its industries, the increase of its water supply. 
and the desirability of providing for its future 
expansion alike called for some enlargement of 
its boundaries. Your Committee therefore 
addressed strong representations to the Noble 
Lord the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs both by telegram and by letter. Again, 
in July, when the conditions of the convention 
signed at Peking on the 9th June by which a 
large area at the back of Kowloon together with 
Lantao and other islands were leased to Great. 
Britain for ninety nine years, it became known 
that a condition had been incorporated thereiu 
by which the city of Kowloon was to be made 
8 Chinese reservation, your Committee promptly 
addressed a vigorous protest to Lord Salisbury 
on the subject, both by wire and snb- 
sequent despatch. Learning later that 
the Imperial Maritime Customs wero claim- 
ing new concessions, which would materially 
restrict the freedom of the trado of the port. 
further protests, in the shape of despatches and 
resolutions were addressed to the Hongkong 
Government for transmission to the Foreign 
Office and to the British Minister at Peking 
and a full statement of the objections to the 
reservation of Kowloon and the proposed forma 
establishment of the Chinese Customs in Hong- 
kong communicated to the London Chamber 
of Commerce with an earnest request for their 
assistance in the matter, What has been the 
result of the Chamber's representations, in which 
they worked in line with the China Association 
and the Navy League, has still to be learned, 
for the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
has apparently not yet found opportunity to 
reply. There is, however, judging by recent 


official statements, reasou to believe that the- 


protests made have uot been without good fruit 
inasmuch us the customs Stations are to be re- 


moved from the Colony, (Ajnendices D. & E) 


THE LOCAU BANK NOTE ISSUE. 

The restriction of trade, the great incon- 
venience fo the community, and the pressure 
felt bv those engaged in commerce by the 
necessity imposed on the Banks to confine their 
note issue within prescribed limits, which the 
development of trade had long since outgrown, 
had for some time been felt to be a serious and 
increasing drawback. Complaints having been 
made early in the year that the Note Issues had 
exceeded the legalised amount, the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank reduced its issue on the 
30th June within the prescribed limits, but the 
‘inconvenience caused to trade was so great that 
the management made a proposal to the Govern- 
ment that for any excess of limit to the issue of 
notes the Bank would be prepared to lodge silver 
dollar for dollar in the custody of the Colonial 
Treasurer. At the meeting of the Committee 
held on the 13th July this proposal was un-. 
apimously supported, and a copy of the resolu- 
tions together with that of the minutes of the 
meeting referring to the subject were forwarded 
to the Government, by whom, on the anthorisa- 


-tion. of. the Secretary of State, the Bank’s 


proposition was subsequently accepted, and the 
stringency in the money market was thereby 
completely alleviated. 


THE QUESTION OF THE INDIAN CURRENOY. 

_ The announcement made by the Seoretary: of 
State for the Colonies in June last that Sir 
Alfred Dent had been appointéd a member of 
the Commission to consider the question of the 
Indian Currency, conveyed to the Chamber ~~ 
through the Local Government, elicited the 


opinion from the Banking authorities here that 


the proposals of the Indian Government to. 
withdraw ten crores of current silver rupecs 
annually for the purpose of establishing a gold 
standard in India, would be injudicions and 
tend to aggravate the evils now existing in con- 
nection with the currency in that country. 
THE RENTAL OF WHARVES IN HONGKONG, 
The local Government having, in September 
last, by an Order in Connoil, suddenly raised 
the rental of wharves and piers to about ten ~ 
times the amount hitherto charged, the Com- 
mittee addressed an earnest remonstrance to 
the Executive on the subject, pointing out that 
in the case of the steamboat companies, who 
only maintained these piers for the convenience 
of passengers and derived no revenue from 
them, great hardship would be entailed, and 


that the exvessive increase in the rent was 
calculated to restrict the landing facilities in the 
colony. The Government, in reply, expressed 
regret at bring unable to modify the scale of 
charges; but in Decembor last His Excellency 
the Governor mado an Order in Council repeal- 
ing the above-named Order together with the 
new regulations under it, and an amended tariff, 
on a more reasonable scale is now unler con- 
sideration.

Mr. Jones first touched upon the vast extent, 
immense population, and huge revenue of the + 
British empire, and added that it would be seen — 
at once that an empire of sugh vast dimensions 
entailed great responsibilities upon its adminis. 
trators and upon the statesmen who framed its 
laws. It might be said that the British empire | 
might be divided into five classes of states— 
those possessing responsible govérnment such as 
Canada; representative states such as Australia 
and New Zealand, which were practically inde- 
pendent; Crown Colonies; dependencies; and 
protectorates. When they cast their mind’s 
eye upon the pages of history and called to 
mind the empires which had existed but which. 
were now nothing but wrecks—such as the Per- 
sian, the Babylonian, the Greek, and theRoman, 
the Moorish, the Spanish, the. French under 
Napoleon [, and; in their own day, the Chinese 
Empire, which seemed to be falling to pieces 
under their very eyes—the question must na- 
turally arise in the mind of every thinking man 
whether the British empire was destined to 
exist. Continental opinion said no—that the 
great colonies must -in the ordinary course of 
things leave the mother country and set” 
up empires of their own. The British 
empire had been likened to a hen 
rearing a brood of ducklings which evontually 
left their mother for the vast waters. The 
question, then arose, how was it possible to hold 
such a vast empire together? Was there any 
elixir of youth by which a nation’s longevity 
could be prolonged? Yes, there was—federa- 
tion, which Dicey had defined as (1) “A body 
of countries connected by locality, history, and 
race capable of bearing an impress of acommon - 
nationality ; (2) a peculiar state of sentiment 
such as that of mutual advantage which must 
desire union but not unity.” _ Mr. Jones argued 
that the British empire fulfilled these condi- 
tions, and went on to say that real. federation 
could not take place unless there was an as- 
similation of the fiscal syatem. J+ was said that 
the polonies had raised hostile tariffa against 
the mother land. Such, however, was not the 
case. When the mother land in 1846 adopted 
the principles of free trado sho practically left — 
the colonies to take care of themselves, and in 
order to protect. their own intereste they 
were for to adopt the system of tariffs. 
Canada, at the time the most powerful 
colony and the most prosperous one, protested 
atrongly against the adoption of free trade 
by the mother country in 1846, and Canada 
had again approached. the motber country 
with praferential tariffs, and il might be taken _ 
that there was a much stronger feeling throngh- 
out the empire for fair trade: now than there 
formerly was. The Federation should contaia 
a British zollverin. If such were to form part 
of a plan it would go » long way towards 
joining the empire together.

important subject.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE PINANCE 
COMMITTER, 

‘The aunual meeting of the Finance Commit- 
teo of the Alice Memorial and Nethersole H 08- 
pitals was held at the Alice Memorial Hospital 
on the 20th March, there being present the 
Hon. J. H. Stewart Lockhart, C.M.G. (chair- 
man), tho Rev. I. W. Pearce, Mr. G. Murray 
Bain, Mr. A MoConachie, Mr. Wong Shing, 
Dr. J. C. Thomson, Mr. A. Mackenzie (trea- 
surer), and Dr. R. M. Gibson (medical mis. 
sionary superintendent and secretary). 

ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN, 

The first business was the election of chnir- 
man for the ensuing year. 

Mr. suRBAY Batn, in proposing tho re. 
election of the Hon. J. H. Stewart Lockhart, 
said they might go round among all the officials 
in the colony and fail to fiud a better, 

Dr. GIBSON seconded, and the motion was 
carried with acclamation. 

The CHAIRMAN, in returning thanks, testified 
to the yreat help he had received from the 
Finance Committee, 

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual report and statement of accounts 
were then submitted. The report was as 
follows :— 

“ During the year there has been a large 
number of out-patieuts, the number at Nether. 
sole Hospital being in increase of last year, 
while that of Alice Hospital is rather less. 
The out-patients in the former consist of 
women and childreu only, and it is encouraging 
to know that we are gradually gaining the con- 
fidence of Chinese women—a class most difficult 
to reach. In this Hospital there are five wards, 
viz., Large ward for chidren, a female medical 
and surgical ward, an eye ward, obstetric ward 
and isolation ward. The in-patients are on tho 
whole very grateful for the care they receive, 
while many of the Hakka women greatly ap- 
Preciata the rest and comfort. Ona in-pitient 
was a Hakka woman who for ten years had 
been thought hopelessly blind, but was ad- 
mitted, operated on, and her sight partially 
restored. Tho children in the Hospita( are 
mostly sufferers from tnbercular boue diseuse, 
while in the out-patient department we have 
constantly to refuse admittance to cases of 
tubercular lung disease; we earnestif’ hope 
that in the near future somo special hos- 
pital may beerected in Hongkong for care of 
such cases, many of whom could be cured by 
timely treatment. 

“Miss Stewart and her Bible Woman do 
much good among the women and children by 
instructing them in Christian truths. Specially 
interesting is the Sunday service at 11 8.m., 
when all patients who are able, as well as 
former patients, assemble in the children's ward 
to listen to the evangelist. Mrs. Stevens's 
farlough falls due in March when she will return 
to England for a well-earned rest, and the ladies 
of the mission will carry on her work. 

“ Among the out-patients at the Alice Memo- 
rial Hospital are men and women of many races: 
Chinese, Japanese, Indians, Portuguese, with 
occasional Kuropeans. The majority. however, 
are Chinese of the coolie class, many of whom 
suffer from diseases directly due to the severity 
of their work. . ‘T'heir lives are trying, and we 
are thankful that God has given the means to 
relieve the sufferings of this class. After ad- 
mission to the wards they often change com: 
pletely in appearance due to rest and good food. 
To such, peace in this world has little or Bd

Tam strongly of opinion that powerful as 

our British fleet now is in those waters it 
is stilla great deal below the standard which 
our enormous preponderating trade would seom 
to indicate as being both necessary and justifi- 
able. Our trade, greatasit is at presentand eclips-. 
ing that of any three other nations put together, 
is threatened with a cramping process caused 
by the establishment of “ spheres of influence,” 
hostile tariffs, and bounty-fed imports from 
Rassia vid the Trans-Siberian Railway, It ‘is 
clear that we have not only to protect our com- 
merce at it stands to-day, but we should plave 
ourselves in a position to insist on the “ open 
door” through all the ports on the coasts and 
rivers of China. - Indications. are, unfortun- 
ately, not wanting that the quadruple alliance, 
so ably advocated by Lord Charles Beresford, 
has dwindled down, or may soon become at the - 
most. a dual alliance, namely England and 
Japao, for the “open door,” instead of the 
United States, Germany, Japan, and Bnglaod., 
Though the United States have much to gain 
through the maintenance of the integrity of 
China, yet it is to be feared that her diffioulties 
in the t’bilippines and the tendency to set — 
up protective tariffs io the new possessions, 
which a large section of the American press 
advocates, will tend to cause the States to shrink 
from taking up a strong position in Far Cathay, 
for some time to come at all events. Now, if 
my~ surmise is correct—and time will soon 
prove whether [ am right or ‘wrong—it stands ~ 
to reason that Britain cannot be too strong on 
the seas, for by crippling hostile fleets we would 
render our enemies less able to push to a suc- 
cessful issue a selfish policy, and at the same 
time we could strike a blow which would lower 
their prestige wito the greatest of all Asiatio 
nations. We ought to be in a position to. whip. 
suy combination that may be brought agains 


us. : : 

It has been gravely stated by Lord Salisbury © 
in a recent speech that we have nothing to fear: 
in the continuance of our “splendid isolation ” 
so loug as we, the whole British Empire, are. 
united. Truer words never escaped the lips oi 
a British Premier, and I believe that, despite 
the enormous advantages which atleast three: 
or. four nations would reap as the result of 4

Ho made 
no reply to the annouucement that he had been 
arrested on information from Hongkong for 
stealing $1,000. His property was afterwards 
confiscated, two loaded revolvers being found 
amongst his property. 

Prisoner was remanded for a week pending the 
arrival of certain documents from Hongkong.

THE ALLEGED SERVING OF A 


WRIT ON AN AMERICAN CITIZEN: 


ON BOARD A FRENCH MAIL 
S'tEAMER IN HONGKONG HAR. 
_BOUR ON THE 25TH MARUCG, 1892. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PRESS,” 

Sir,—I have to request that you promptly 
publish a very clear retraction of the absolutely 
false, grossly misleading, and exceedingiy libel- 
lous allegations contained in the following 
paragraph as published in your journal on the 
30th of March. 1899 :— 

“ On Saturday a writ was served on W. F. 
Sylvester, of the firm of Louis Spitzel & Co., of 
Tientsin, by an officer of the United States Con. 
sulate-General, on board the Messageries Mari- 
times steamer Caledonien. The writ was in a 
suit filed with the United States Consular Court 
at Canton on March 17th, 1899, E. B. Drew 
versus W. F. Sylvester. E. B. Drew secks to 
recover the sum of 15,000 taels alleged to be 
due uuder a bond to the petitioner from the de- 
fendant, which provided that the Americano 
steamer Abbey should convey direct to the port 
of Singapore, and to no other place, 500 Man. 
ser rifles and 500,0C0 Mauser cartridges. On 
the strength of this bond a Customs permit was 
granted. The shipment, however, was not landed 
as agreed in Singapore, but proceeded to the is- 
land of Luzon. ‘The steamer Abbey was seized 
on or about the 25th September last, and is at 
present in the bands of the United States Naval 
Authorities,” 

There is no truth in the statement that Mr. 
W. F. Sylvester, of the firm of Louis Spitzel & 
Co., was served with a writ on board the Messa- 
geries Maritimes steamer Caledoniex either by 
“an officer of the United States Consulate- 
General,” as asserted, or, as would, if necessary 
and justifiable, by any officer, bailiff or detective, 
in the service of the Government of Hongkong. 

The petition of Mr. E. B. Drew, Commis- 
sioner of Chinese Customs referred to, was, a8 
stated, filed in the United States Consular Court 
at Canton, to recover on behalf of the Chinese 
Government the sum of taels 15,000 on a bond 
signed by Mr. W. Ff. Sylvester. The whole 
matter was referred from Canton to Shanghai, 
where the United States Consul-General, in 
whose Court the suit will be heard, decided to 
postpone hearing sine die, 

There has been no writ served at all in this 
matter. Mr. Drew filed 2 petition and it ap- 
pears that a copy of this petition and of the 
bond in qnestion in some way reached the 
United States Consulate in this colony, and 
that Mr. A-O'D. Gourdin, who is entered in 
the Directory as Secretary of the United States 
Consulate, proceeded on board the Caledonien 
and handed to Mr. Sylvester.a document pur-

-In the Supreme Court at Shanghai on the 
. 29th March, Sir Nicholas Hannen, Chief Jus- 
tice, delivered the following judgment in the 
suit of A. S. Watson and -Co., Limited, v. E. 
Q. Cooper: in which the plaintiffs appealed 
from the judgment of the Amvy Consular 
Court :-— 

This is an appeal from the judgment of the 
provincial Court of Amoy in a suit for damages 
and other relief inetituted by the appellants 
against the‘respondent. ‘he appellants are a 
- British company carrying on the business of 

“chemists and aerated water manufacturers, 

Wine, spirit and cigar merchants, at Hongkong 

and various ports in Chins. The respondent is 

general manager to Messrs. Moalle & Co.. 
stevedores and ship chandlers at Amoy, dual- 
ing, amongst other things, in aerated waters 
wines spirite and cigars. The plaintiffs in 
‘their petition claimed £800 from defendant, 
being £100 for every month during which he 
had been in the employ of Messrs. Moalle & Co., 
in violation of a contract dated 9th February, 

- 1888, clause 10 of which runs as follows: 

“16—The said Edwin Cooper shall not within 
twenty years from the dute hereof engage 
directly in the business of a chemist, drugyist, 
grated water manufacturer, perfumer, wine 
and spirit or cigar merchant cr dealer, or become 
assistant fo any other person curryiug on auy 
such business whether wholesale or retail or 
“simply as ageut or agents thereto or as merchant 
either at Hongkong or at any treaty port of 
China or Japan or at Manila or the Philip- 
pine Islands or the Straits Settlements or 
Siam or Cochin China without the consent in 
writing of the said Company under the hand of 
the General Manager first had and in the event 
of the breach of this clause by the said Edwin 
Cooper lie shall and will pay to the said Cow- 
pany the sum of (one hundred pounds) £100 
sterling for each and every month or part of a 
month during which be shall have been or shall 
be so engaged whether directly or indirectly the 
said sum io be payable and recoverable monthly 
and every month as and for liquidated damages 
and not as penalty.” ‘They further alleged that 
they had never consented to the defendant join- 

’ ing the said firm of Moalle & Co. 

The defendant in his answer alleged, inter 
alia, that the agreement imposed an unreason- 
able restraint of trade and was opposed to 
public policy. He also submitted that the 
plaintiffs had by their actions admitted his 
right to violate the covenant. The judgment 
of the Court. below which consisted of the 
Provincial Judge and two assessors found (one 
assesgor dissenting) for thé defendant with casts 
on the ground that the restriction went beyond 
what was reasonably necessary for the protection 
of the plaintiffe, regard being had to the nature 
of their basiness. , In the petition of appeal the 
appellants alleged, inter alia, that the contract

‘The law with 
regard to this- sort of covenant is now fairly 
well defined. There was a time when sach 
agreements were considered prima facie void as 
in restraint of trade, but if the covenantee 
could show that the covenant was given for suf- 
ficient consideration and that under the cireum- 
stances of the casa it was reasonable it was held 
valid. Afterwards the Courts held that they 
would not investigate the adequacy of the con- 
sideration. ke rule at present appears to be 
that if the covenant is not more extensive than 
igs reasonably unecessary for the protection of 
the covenantee notwithstanding its generality 
it will be enforcad. In the present case it would 


frame and enforce a covenant which would 
prevent an employé of theirs in Amoy from 
Joining a firm of that port which competed 
with them seriously in any important branch of 
their business. It appears from the evidence, 
and is indeed a matter of general knowledge to 
the residents in the ‘Treaty Ports of China that 
an important brauch of Messrs. Watson & Co.'s 
business is the manufacture of aerated waters. 
From the fact that Messrs. Moalle & Co. are 
desoribed in their own expresses as “ Wine and 
aud Spirit merchants, aerated water mannfao- 
tures, etc.” it seems to me plain that this firm 
compete with Messrs. Watson & Co. in this 
important brauch «f their business. In the 
same express they state that they have mann- 
factured aerated waters in Amoy for 20 years, 
and that their sale increases, From this I 
think itis piain that they compete seriously. It 
is difficult to understaud why a firm of 
stevedores, if they intended to continue to 
make that the principal branch of their business, 
should engage as their general manager a 
pharmaceutical chemist who cannot hve had 
any experience as*a stevedore. It would seem 
that whatever their business has hitherto been 
they now intended to devote themselves vary 
seriously to the erated water manufactory in 
which the defeudant’s expericuce at Amoy 
would be of material help to them. 

IT do -not think that the number of trades 
from which tbe plaintiffs scek to debar the 
defendant from carryiug on or joining in carry- 
ing on in Amoy is of itself sufficient to make 
the covenant void. It must always ba a 
question whether the trades, however numerous 
they ate, form substantial portions of 
the covenantee’s business. [ take it that the 
trades of wine merchants and aerated water 
mauufacturers are substantial portions of the 
business of Messrs. Watsou & Co., and from 
Exhibits S. and J. it is also plain fhat these 
branches are substantial portions of Messrs. 
Moalle’s business. Messrs. Moalle also seem to 
sell Bovrill, Meat Juice, Liebig’s, ‘Extracts, 
&e., all articles which are commonly dealt in by 
chemists. ‘There is a very large amount of 
business which is common fo the two firms of 
Watson & Co. and Moalle & Co. and it seems 
to me reasonable that Mressrs. Watson & Co. 
should seck to enforce a covenant which un- 
doubtedly in its terms prevents the defendant 
from joining such a firm.. There is no doubt 
that the defendant covenanted not to join a 
firm carrying on the business of aerated 
water manufacturers or wine spirit aud cigar 
mercliants and there is no doubt he has com- 
mitted a breach of this covenant. ‘Ihe only 
reason there can be for not enforcing the coven- 
ant is that it would be against public policy to 
do so, I do not think that it is—for it is to be 
observed that the public are more concerned to 
see that solemn contracts are adhered to than to 
see that the individual liberty of this defendant 
is not interfered with. I am very auwilling to 
come to a conclusion on what is principally a 
matter of fact from: the Court balow, but the 
assessors differed in opinion and the question is 
one which does not depend on the demeanour of 
witnesses, but on the inferences to be drawu from 
admitted or proved facts. As I have no doubt 
in my mind that the covenant as it is sought to 
be enforcel is not! more extensive than is rea- 
sonably necessary for the protection of the 
plaintiffs I feel bound to enforce it. The result 
will be that the judgment, order aud deorse of 
the Lower Conrt will be set aside with costs 
here and in the Court below. In the original 
petition a claim is made for a certain sum as.
